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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/22/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the examiners cited art does not teach "a radio base 
station which, among other features, transmits, when the radio base station starts a 
communication with a mobile station by the space division multiplex method, an 
instruction to stop performing a diversity reception using the plurality of antennas to the 
mobile station, wherein the mobile station stops the diversity reception using the 
plurality of antennas and performs a reception using one antenna". The examiner 
disagrees. First of all, the examiner did not state in the previous office action that the 
Nakano reference taught "sending to a mobile station an instruction to stop 
performing a diversity reception using the plurality of antennas". The examiner 
introduced that Nakano reference to simply show that transmitting a command to a 
mobile station to stop performing a diversity reception is known in the art. It is not until 
the examiner introduced the Taguchi reference to show that the command can 
specifically be to stop diversity reception using a plurality of antennas and continue 
reception using one antenna (col. 2, lines 43-49 describing the plural receivers of fig. 
16). The combination of the three references cited is believed to be proper because the 
teachings of the three references in combination are now clearly believed to cover all 
limitations of the independent claims, and also because the combination greatly benefits 
the field of diversity reception because power consumption is greatly reduced. 
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For the above reasons, the examiner stands by his rejection.
